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RUSSIAN  GRAIN  PROCURING 

Total  Russian  grain  procuring  for  the  1926-27  season  is  reported 
as  12,330,000  short  tons  or  94  per  cent  of  the  13,100,000  tons  planned 
for  the  season,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V.  Steere.     It  is 
well  above  the  10,545,000  actually  collected  for  the  preceding  season, 
however.    Of  this  year's  collection,  wheat  alone  constituted  6,520,000 
short  tons  or  217  million  bushels  compared  with  137  million  bushels  in 
1925-26. 


CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

New  cigarette _ tax  in  China:    The  Nanking  Government  in  China  has 
announced  a  tax  on  cigarettes  of  50  per  cent  ad  valorem  in  the  provinces 
under  its  control,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Nyhus  at  Shanghai .     The  provinces  at  present  under  the  complete  control 
of  the  Nanking  Government  are:    Kwantung,  Kwangsi,  Kiangsi,  Szechwan,  and 
Anwhei.    The  former  tax  was  about  20  per  cent.    Both  foreign  and  Chinese 
dealers  are  objecting  vigorously  to  the  tax,  claiming  that  it  is  excessive 
and,  in  fact,  ruinous.    Tobacco  dealers  have  shipped  practically  no  cigar- 
ettes into  the  new  tax  territory  since  July  1  and  are  awaiting  the  results 
of  protests  which  have  been  made  by  the  foreign  firms  to  their  home  govern- 
ments.   Prospects  are  poor,  however,  for  a  reduction  in  the  tax,  states  Mr. 
Nyhus.    The  tobacco  trade  expects  a  serious  curtailment  of  sales  as  a  result 
of  substantially  higher  prices  and  looks  for  a  possible  substitution  of 
native  leaf  for  the  American  product.     There  has  been  no  improvement  in  the 
cigarette  business  in  other  parts  of  China.     The  current  sales  of  tobacco 
are  probably  not  more  "than  50  per  cent  of  normal.    As  an  indication  of  the 
depressed  conditions,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  only  two  out  of  the  six  fac- 
tories of  the  British- American  Tobacco  Company  are  now  operating. 

The  London  wool  market:     The  firmness  in  the  wool  auction  at  London 
has  strengthened  all  prices,  according  to  a  cablegram  of  July  15  to  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley 
at  London.    Top  makers  are  holding  off  the  present  market  as  they  were  well 
covered  at  recent  rates.     Spinners  were  quoting  higher  prices,  and  all  in- 
dications pointed  to  higher  prices  of  wool  tops  and  yarn.    Piece  goods 
prices  were  firm. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

Northern  Hemisphere  wheat  production 

The  increase  reported  in  the  United  States  wheat  crop,  together  with 
an  increase  over  last  year  reported  during  the  week  in  Bulgaria  and  Nether- 
lands, partially  offset  the  decrease  in  Canada,  Hungary  and  Tunis,  leaving 
the  estimated  total  Northern  Hemisphere  crop  exclusive  of  Russia  as  indi- 
cated hy  present  reports  at  some  2,920  million  "bushels,  against  the  2,976 
million  "bushels  reported  for  last  year.     Conditions,  of  course,  are  still 
subject  to  considerable  change  "between  now  and  the  close  of  the  harvesting 
season.    With  favorable  weather  conditions  through  July  ana  August  the 
Canadian  crop,  now  forecasted  at  325  million  bushels  might  equal  last  year. 
Conditions  improved  to  a  marked  extent  during  June  and  sufficient  moisture 
is  in  the  ground  to  produce  an  excellent  crop.    Last  year  the  first  forecast 
was  about  349  million  bushels  and  good  conditions  for  the  remainder  of  the  - 
growing  season  caused  the  estimate  of  the  outturn  to  be  raised  to  410  mill- 
ion.   The  year  before  good  conditions  raised  the  estimate  from  365  million 
bushels  in  July  to  411  million.    Heavy  rains  last  week  reported  by  the 
Weather  Bureau  over  Saskatchewan  and  Manitoba  were  not  needed  for  the  welfare 
of  the  crop. 

Condition  of  European  grain  crops 

Weather  conditions  prevailing  over  Northern  Europe  have  resulted  in 
great  improvement  in  rye  during  the  week  ending  July  13,  but  without  having 
changed  the  wheat  outlook  to  any  extent,  according  to  a  cabled  report  to  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner 
L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.    'The  week  was  characterized  by  thunderstorms  over  all 
western  Europe  which  have  caused  some  local  damage,  while  in  Eastern  Europe 
hot  weather  prevailed.    In  Prance,  however,  in  spite  of  considerable  local 
damage  the  wheat  yield  is  being  estimated  10  to  13  per  cent  above  last  year 
7/hich  would  give  a  crop  of  279  to  287  million  bushels.    Local  French  estim- 
ates place  the  crop  at  284  million  bushels  compared  with  the  official  1926 
estimate  of  231,767,000  bushels.     Winter  rye  yields  per  acre  in  Prussia  were, 
being  estimated  at  about  15  per  cent  above  last  year.    The  harvest  is  advanc- 
ing northward  and  is  now  in  progress  in  Austria  and  Czechoslovakia.    The  out- 
look for  wheat  is  improving  in  Hungary.     In  the  Danube  early  reports  on  the 
quality  of  the  grains  are  generally  good. 

The  total  Rumanian  wheat  area  now  reported  is  695,000  acres  less  than 
last  year.     Prospects  for  the  crop,  as  reported  by  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture,  however,  are  good  in  the  Danube  Valley  and 
very  good  in  Transylvania  which  regions  produce  some  60  per  cent  of 
the  total  Rumanian  crop.     In  Moldavia  and  Bessarabia  conditions  are 
below  average. 
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Indications  in  Russia  as  reported  by  Mr.  Steere  are  now  for  a  wheat 
crop  below  average  rather  than  above,  and  considerably  below  last  year's 
good  crop.    The  Russian  wheat  area,  however,  is  reported  to  be  4  per  cent 
above. last  year  when  it  amounted,  according  to  latest  official  estimates,  to 
69,021,000  acres.     Warm,  dry  weather  prevailed  during  the  first,  half  of  this 
month  in  western  Russia  where  it  was  previously  cold  and  damp,  and  some  rain 
has  fallen  in  dry  areas  which  have  caused  improvement,  but  spring  cereals 
continue  generally  below  average.     Since  spring  wheat  constitutes  some  65 
to  70  per  cent  of  the  Russian  v/heat  area  this  condition  is  unfavorable  to 
wheat.     The  outlook  for  winter  cereals  is  apparently  very  good  in  the  central 
fertile  regions,  and  above  average  in  Ukraine,  but  only  average  in  North 
Caucasus.    All  of  these  regions  are  important  surplus  producing  regions. 
Winter  cereal  conditions  are  only  average  in  other  parts  of  Russia.  Harvest- 
ing is  now  in  progress  in  the  Ukraine',  North  Caucasus,  Volga  regions  and 
Central  regions,  starting  earlier  than  last  year. 

An  article  in  "Economic  Life"  calls  attention  to  decreases  in  acreage 
of  winter  cereals  in  parts  of  the  Volga,  Oranburg,  Bashkir  region,  Eral  and 
Siberia.    This  decrease  is  felt  to  be  unfortunate  since  the  winter  sown  crops 
are  less  affected  by  drought.     The  farming  populations  of  these  regions  are 
said  to  be  aware  of  this  but  the  past  two  years  of  good  yields  for  the  more 
valuable  spring  crops  are  believed  to  have  caused  them  to  forget  the  "insur- 
ance value  of  the  winter  sown  crops" . 

The  prospect  of  a  North  African  crop  no  larger  than  last  year  is 
strengthened  by  the  receipt  of  the  production  estimate  for  Tunis  of  only 
5,512,000  bushels  as  compared  with  13,044,000  bushels  last  year.    Yields  in 
Algeria  are.  reported  as  irregular,  with  prospects  favorable  in  Constantine, 
but  poor  in  Algiers  and  Oran.. 

Southern  Hemisphere  Conditions  • 

The  Southern  Hemisphere  outlook  has  been  improved  by  heavy  rains  in 
Argentina  during  the  week  ending  July  11  and  light  rains  in  South  Australia 
according  to  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau.     In  north  Argentina  precipitation 
was  1.3  inches  and  in  the  southern  wheat  belt  1.1  inches,  or  more  than  five 
times  the  normal  in  each  case.     Temperature  was  7  to  8  degrees  below  normal, 

In  Australia  there  is  a  prospect  of  materially  reduced  wheat  acreage 
for  the  current  season,  according  to  a  cable  from  Consul  General  Garrels  at 
Melbourne.     Little  had  been  sown  up  to  July  1  in  New  South  Wales,  Victoria 
and  South  Australia  which  States  in  the  past  five  years  included  about  four- 
fifths  of  the  total  Australian  wheat  acreage.     The  seeding  period  is  usually 
about  completed  by  this  time.     In  Victoria,  which  contains  about  a  quarter  of 
the  total  Australian  wheat  acreage,  rains  since  July  1  have  improved  conditions 
and  it  seems  probable  that  the  seeding  period  is  being  extended  there. 
In  Western  Australia,  which  contains  about  19  per 
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cent  of  the  total  Australian  wheat  area,  conditions  have  "been  excellent 
and  the  acreage  this  year  is  reported  as  2,874,000  acres  compared  with 
2,447,000  last  year,  with  the  crop  in  good  condition.     In  Tasmania  and 
Queensland  also  conditions  are  excellent  hut  these  regions  are  of  little 
consequence.    With  rainfall  reported  by  the  Weather  Bureau  in  South  Aus- 
tralia also,  it  is  possible  that  seedings  will  he  increased  there  also. 

Movements  to  market 

Net  exports  of  xvheat  fell  off  for  most  exporting  countries  during 
June,  preliminary  estimates  on  total  exports  exclusive  of  Canada  amounting 
to  41,185,000  bushels  compared  with  44,535,000  in' May.    They  were  larger, 
however,  than  in  June  of  last  year  when  32,729,000  were  sent  out.  The 
falling  off  occurred  in  exports  from  the  United  States,  Argentina  and 
Russia.    No  estimate  of  exports  for  Canada  is  available.    Reports  of  stocks 
indicate  that  there  has  been  a  heavy  drop  in  that  country  also,  probably 
to  less^than  half  of  the  May  figure.     Increased  exports  are  reported  for 
Australia,  India  and  the  Danube.     Total  net  exports  of  the  exporting  coun- 
tries for  the  year  ending  June  30,  according  to  preliminary  estimates, 
amounted  to  about  780,000,000  bushels  compared  with  634,000,000  bushels 
for  the  preceding  year. 

United  States 

Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  from  the  United  States  during  the  week 
ending  July  9  were  1,459,000  bushels  compared  with  2,205,000  for  the  pre- 
ceding week  and  1,454,000  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.  Imports 
from  Canada  during  the  week  were  135,000  bushels  leaving  a  net, export  of 
1,324,000  bushels.  Net  exports  since  July  1  are  2,427,000  bushels.  Net 
exports  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1927  were  204,193,000  bushels. 

Canada 

Stocks  of  Wheat  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division 
of  Canada  on  July  8  were  31,196,000  bushels  as  compared  with  22,105,000 
bushels  a  year  ago.    Total  receipts  in  the  Western  Division  during  the 
week  were  5,017,000  bushels.    Receipts  at  Fort  William-Port  Arthur  were 
2,565,000  bushels,  making  a  total  since  August  1,  1926  of  244,364,000 
bushels.    Shipments  from  the  Western  Division  during  the  week  were 
5,548,000  bushels.     Shipments  from  Port  William-Port.  Arthur' were  1,993,000 
bushels.    Total  shipments  since  August  1,  1926  are  234,481,000  bushels. 

Other  countries 


Exports  of  wheat  from  Argentina  for  the  week  ending  July  9  were 
1,406,000  bushels  as  compared  with  2,753,000  bushels  the  previous  week; 
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exports  from  Australia  were  1,808,000  bushels  as  compared  with  2,776,000 
bushels  the  previous  week;  exports  from  British  India  were  1,816,000  bush- 
els as  compared  with  752,000  bushels  the  previous  week,  and  from  the  Danube 
Basin  96,000  bushels  as  compared  with  16,000  the  previous  week. 

United  States  wheat  prices 

The  general  average  cash  price  of  all  grades  and  classes  of  wheat 
at  the  five  principal  markets  remained  unchanged  at  $1.44  for  the  week 
ending  July  8.    However,  #2  hard  winter  at  Kansas  City  advanced  1  cent  from 
$1.40  to  $1.41,  #1  dark  northern  spring  advanced  5  cents  from  $1.53  to 
$1.58,  #2  amber  durum  advanced  5  cents  from  $1.51  to  $1.56,  #2  soft  red 
winter  at  St.  Louis  remained  unchanged  at  $1.47.    During  the  corresponding 
week  last  year,  #1  dark  northern  spring  advanced  13  cents  per  bushel. 
Since  July  8,  cash  prices  have  declined  somewhat.    The  spread  between  Win- 
nipeg and  Minneapolis  cash  closing  prices  widened  one  cent  during  the  week 
and  is  now  10  cents  in  favor  of  Winnipeg. 

Since  the  week  ending  July  8,  future  prices  of  wheat  have  shown  some 
decline.     Weather  conditions  in  the  northwest  are  favorable  for  the  pre- 
vention of  further  rust  development.    A  break  in  future  prices  on  the  United 
States  markets  July  12  was  attributed  largely  to  larger  supplies  indicated, 
by  the  government  crop  report,  as  of  July  1.     On  July  12,  July  and  September 
futures  had  declined. as  compared  with  those  of  a  week  before  except  at  Win- 
nipeg, where  July  wheat  advanced  1  cent.    July  futures  declined  2  3/8  cents 
at  Kansas  City,  13/8  cents  at  Chicago  and  Minneapolis  and  1  l/2  cents  at 
Liverpool.    The  decline  in  September  futures  amoimted  to  3  cents  at  Minne- 
apolis, 2  3/8  cents  at  Chicago,  and  2  l/8  cents  at  Kansas  City. 

RYE  . 

Rye  production  estimates  and  forecasts  in  all  countries  reporting 
so  far  amount  to  593,000,000  bushels  compared  with  342,000,000  bushels  in 
those  countries  last  year,  when  they  produced  42  per  cent  of  the  Northern 
Hemisphere  crop  outside  of  Russia.    Of  the  51,000,000  bushels'  increase, 
22,000,000  are  in  the  United  States.    The  rest  is  in  Europe.    Prospects  in 
Germany  now  appear  to  be  for  a  crop  smaller  rather  than  larger  than  last 
year.    Should  this  be  borne  out  it  will  cut  down  the  European  increase 
somewhat. 

CORN 

The  outlook  for  the  1927  world  corn  crop  is  scarcely  as  favorable 
as  that  of  last  year,  according  to  the  reports  received  up  to  the  present 
time,  due  to  the  poor  outlook  in  the  United  States.    The  nine  Northern 
Hemisphere  countries  so  far  reporting  acreage,  representing  about  60  per 
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cent  of  the  world  total,  show  a  decline  of  about  1.4  per  cent  over  the 
acreage  sown  last  year.     It  is  also  less  than  for  either  the  pre-war  or  the 
1921-25  averages.    The  acreage  in  the  United  States,  which  produces  more 
than  half  of  the  corn  in  the  world,  has  declined  nearly  2  per  cent  this 
year,  and  the  growing  conditions  have  "been  had,  although  they  have  improved 
a  little  in  some  places  during  the  last  few  weeks.    No  indication  of  the 
outlook  for  corn  is  available  for  Rumania,  the  most  important  European  pro- 
ducer, nor  of  growing  conditions  in  Spain,     In  Austria  and  Hungary,  accord- 
ing to  the  latest  reports,  the  condition  of  corn  was  not  quite  so  good  as 
at  the  same  time  last  year.    French  Morocco  reports  increased  acreage  and 
"better  early  growing  conditions  than  last  year. 

Exports  of  corn  from  Argentina  continue  very  heavy,  amounting  to 
9,200,000  bushels  for  the  week  ending  July  9.    She  price  at  Buenos  Aires 
for  July  and  August  delivery  has  been  well  maintained,  ranging  from  69.5 
cents  to  71.75  cents  per  bushel. 

Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States  for  the  week  ending  July  9 
fell  off  to  166,000  bushels.    For  the  period  July  1-9,  the  exports  were 
only  71  per  cent  of  what  they  were  last  year,  or  287,000  bushels  compared 
with  403,000  bushels.    The  price  of  corn  has  remained  very  high.    No.  3 
yellow  at  Chicago,  for  example,  ranged  from  $1,003  to  $1,034  per  bushel 
for  the  week  of  July  9.    Considerable  quantities  of  corn  are  reported  to 
have  been  imported  from  Argentina  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  a  few  cases  of 
rather  heavy  imports  have  been  reported  near  New  York. 

BARLEY 

Reports  are  still  too  incomplete  to  give  a  good  indication  of  the 
Northern  Hemisphere  barley  crop,  but  the  European  situation  as  reported  to 
date  gives  no  evidence  of  increased  supplies  of  feeding  barley.    . The _ area 
in  the  18  Northern  Hemisphere  countries  which  have  so  far  reported,  and 
which  represent  more  than  half  of  the  world  area,  amounts  to  34,812,000 
acres,  which  is  an  increase  of  about  0.2  per  cent  over  the  area  sown  last 
year  and  more  than  for  the  pre-war  or  the  1921-25  averages,  but  a  little 
less  than  for  1925.     The  increase  this  year  is  accounted  for  by  the  in- 
creases in  the  United  States  and  Rumania,  which  seeded  15.3  and  10.4  per 
cent  more,  respectively,-  than  last  year.     The  total  acreage  of  12  European 
countries  is  0,3  per  cent  smaller,  while  the  three  North  African  countries 
show  a  decrease  of  15  per  cent.    No  acreage  estimate  is  available  for  Ger- 
many, the  most  important  European  producer  aside  from  Russia. 

The  Canadian  crop  is  10,000,000  bushels  below  last  year  and  Euro- 
pean production  for  5  countries  reporting  is  10  per  cent  below  last  year. 
In  Germany,  July  1  conditions  are  about  the  same  as  at  this  time  last  year. 
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Early  samples  are  said  to  "be  good.    Spain  reports  decreased  production, 
Great  Britain  poor  growing  conditions,  and  Prance  decreased  acreage.  In 
Rumania,  an  important  European  exporting  country,  the  acreage  is  a"bout  a 
tenth  greater  than  the  small  acreage  of  1926  and  a  good  crop  is  expected. 
Eor  Russia,  it  is  stated,  according  to  "Economic  Life",  that  although  no 
quantitative  estimate  of  the  changes  in  grain  acreage  can  "be  made  as  yet, 
a  considerable  reduction  in  the  spring  "barley  acreage  is  considered  cer- 
tain, due  partly  to  poor  weather  conditions  last  fall,  and  partly  to  an 
unfavorable  relation  between  the  procuring  prices  of  barley  and  other 
grains. 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  United  States  for  the  week  ending  July 
9  were  larger  than  for  the  last  few  weeks.    Prom  July  1  -  9  the  export 
•amounted  to  -305*000 --"bushels  as  compared  with  only  208,000  for  the  same 
period  last  year.    For  the  whole  year,  July  1926  -  June  1927,  16,800,000 
bushels  of  "barley  were  exported,  a  decline  of  37  per  cent  from  the 
26,692,000  bushels  exported  in  1925-26. 

Shipments  of  "barley  from  south  Russia  for  the  present  season  from 
August  1  thru  June  22  are  reported  to  have  been  only  19,125,000  "bushels 
compared  with  a  little  more  than  31,000,000  bushels  for  the  same  period 
the  year  "before,    Danubian  and  Bulgarian  shipments,  however,  have  been 
nearly  27,000,000  bushels  as  compared  with  less  than  10,000,000  last  year, 
making  the  total  exports  from  Russia,  the  Danube,  and  Bulgaria  this  sea- 
son nearly  46,000,000  bushels  as  compared  with  41,000,000  bushels  last 
season. 

Exports  of  barley  from  Canada  have  also  showed  an  increase  this 
year  over  last,  amounting  to  34,102,000  bushels  for  the  ten  months  ending 
May  1927,  as  compared  with  25,276,000  bushels  for  the  ten  months  ending 
May  1926. 

OATS  I 

The  1927  area  under  oats  in  the  17  Northern  Hemisphere  countries 
so  far  reporting,  which  represent  nearly  three-fourths  of  the  world  total 
oats  acreage,  shows  a  decrease  of  about  2  per  cent  from  the  area  planted 
last  year.     The  acreage  of  the  United  States  has  declined  more  than  3  per 
cent,  and  the  acreage-  of  the  North  African  countries  more  than  6  per  cent, 
while  the  total  for  the  11  European  countries  so  far  reporting  is  almost 
exactly  the  same  as  last  year.     The  early  growing  conditions  of  oats  in 
most  of  the  countries  reporting,  while  as  good  as,  or  better  than  average, 
have  not  been  quite  so  good  as  at  the  same  time  in  1926. 

Conditions  in  the  United  States,  Bulgaria,  and  Morocco,  however, 
have  been  favorable  for  oats,  and^the  yields  promise  to  be  unusually  high. 
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Eor  the  7  countries  so  far  reporting  1927  production,  representing  about 
half  of  the  total  world  outturn,  there  is  an  increase  of  nearly  6  per  cent 
over  last  year,  the  increases  being  in  the  three  countries  above  mentioned 
and  a  small  increase  in  Canada.    In  Russia  a  considerable  increase  in  oats 
acreage  is  expected,  according  to  "Economic  Life".     Oats  exports  from  the 
United  States  continue  small.    The  export  of  154,000  bushels  of  oats  from 
July  1-9,  however,  was  only  slightly  smaller  than  the  export  for  the  same 
period  last  year. 

POTATOES 

Information  to  date  indicates  no  increase  in  the  European  potato 
supply,  an  important  factor  in  the  feeding  of  livestock,  especially  hogs. 
Total  acreage  for  the  6  European  countries  reporting  is  practically  the 
same  as  for  those  countries  last  year  when  they  accounted  for  about  a  quar- 
ter of  the  total  European  potato  acreage  exclusive  of  Russia.    No  acreage 
estimate  is  available  for  Germany,  the  most  important  producing  country. 
Growing  conditions  there,  however,  improved  during  June  and  on  July  1  were 
about  the  same  as  last  year  on  that  date.     The  July  1  report  on  conditions 
in  Great  Britain  was  poorer  than  in  1926.    June  1  conditions  below  those 
of  last  year  were  reported  for  Czechoslovakia,  Austria,  Hungary  and  Luxem- 
burg, but  better  in  Bulgaria,  Italy,  Switzerland  and  Irish  Free  State. 
The  Netherlands  is  the  first  European  country  to  report  production  for 
1927,  giving  91,675,000  bushels  against  99,206,000  bushels  for  1926. 

SUGAR 

CORRECTION  -  The  statement  in  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  of  July  11,  page 
39,  regarding  the  June  30  estimate  of  sugar  beet  areas  by  Licht,  reading, 
"This  is  2.6  per  cent  above  the  estimate  of  May  31  and  14.3  per  cent  above 
his  final  estimate  of  5,365,000  acres  for  1926",  should  read,  "This  is  14.3 
per  cent  above  his  June  30,  1926  estimate  of  5,365,000  acres  for  1926". 
The  final  estimate  of  beets  harvested  in  1926  was  5,239,000  acres. 

Reports  of  sugar  beet  areas  for  European  countries  received  from 
the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  or  official  sources  place  the 
area  at  5,578,000  acres  or  15.5  per  cent  above  the  area  for  the  correspond- 
ing countries  last  year.     These  countries  in  1926  accounted  for  90  per  cent 
of  the  area  sown  to  sugar  beets  in  Europe.     The  only  countries  for  which  no 
reports  have  been  received  are  Belgium,  Austria  and  Rumania. 
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The  favorable  weather  in  European  sugar  beet  areas  the  latter  part 
of  June  was  succeeded  in  eastern  Europe  by  a  heat  wave  accompanied  by  dam- 
aging storms  during  the  first  few  days  of  July,  according  to  a  trade  jour- 
nal quoting  a  recent  cable.    Excessively  high  temperatures  have  prevailed, 
while  heavy  wind  and  rain  storms  have  caused  serious  injury  to  crops  by 
washing  out  planted  fields.     It  is  impossible  to  compute  the  extent  of  the 
damage,  which  was  heaviest  in  Hungary,  Bulgaria  and  Rumania,  states  the 
report. 

Rainfall  in  Cuba  continues  to  be  considerably  under  normal,  accord- 
ing to  the  report  of  the  Cuba  Sugar  Club.    Rainfall  in  June  averaged  only 
4.15  inches  compared  with  8.80  inches  for  the  same  month  last  year  and  a 
normal  for  June  of  8.29  inches.    The  total  for  the  first  six  months  of 
1927  is  13.41  inches  compared  with  26,63  for  the  same  period  last  year  and 
a  normal  of  23.04  inches.    According  to  a  trade  source,  the  total  rainfall 
for  the  first  six  months  of  this  year  is  less  than  for  the  first  six  months 
of  the  record  drought  year  of  1907,  when  rainfall  for  the  period  totalled 
14.31  inches. 


COTTON 

Private  reports  from  India  state  that  up  to  the  middle  of  June  the 
monsoon  had  been  developing  favorably  with  good  general  rains  everywhere 
except  in  the  Bengal  districts.     See  summary  area  and  production  tables, 
page   119  . 


TOBACCO 

The  1926  Hungarian  tobacco  crop  is  estimated  at  57,320,000  pounds 
and  the  actually  harvested  area  at  51,000  acres,  while  planted  area  is 
placed  at  52,000  acres,  according  to  official  Hungarian  sources.  The 
total  1926  Hungarian  acreage  is  estimated  at  53,000  acres,  according  to 
the  June  1927  bulletin  of  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at 
Rome . 

Both  production  and  acreage  in  1926  were  considerably  above  those 
for  1925  when  38,000  acres  were  planted,  yielding  a  crop  of  37,699,000 
pounds,  and  also  exceeded  the  1921-25  average  production  of  36,121,000 
pounds  from  an  average  acreage  of  41,000  acres.     See  table,  page  118. 
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SPANISH  ONION  SHIBffiNTS:  Shipments  of  Spanish  onions  to  the  American 
market  from  the  beginning  of  the  present  season  up  to  the  first  week  in  July 
1927,  amounted  to  1,123  cases,  48,804  half-cases  and  119,777  crates,  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  received  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Consul  Clement 
S.  Edwards  at  Valencia.  On  the  basis  of  2.32  bushels  to  the  case,  1.16 
bushels  to  the  half-case,  and  0.77  bushels  to  the  crate,  shipments  to  the 
United  States  thus  far  this  season  are  equivalent  to  151,453  bushels. 

Shipments  to  date  have  been  of  the  early  variety  called  "babcsa"  which 
is  usually  ready  for  export  early  in  May.     The  "grano"  variety,  which  makes 
up  the  bulk  of  the  Spanish  onions  shipped  to  the  American  market,  is  usually 
not  ready  for  shipment  until  late  in  July.     Prices  quoted  on  onions  now  being 
shipped  to  the  American  market  range  around  93  cents  per  crate  of  30  l/2 
pounds- c.i.f.  Now  York.  ....  ,

ESTIMATE  OE  1927  AUSTRALIAN  WOOL  CLIP;  The  1927  clip,  sheared  during 
the  last  few  months  of  this  year  is  estimated  to  be  2,250,000  bales,  accord- 
ing to  a  preliminary  estimate  which  Elder  Smith  &  Company,  Ltd.  recently  re- 
ceived from  their  huad  office  in  Adelaide  and.  published  in  The  Yorkshire  Ob- 
server of  June  25,  1927.  The  1926  clip  is  estimated  by  Winchombe  Carson  & 
Company  at  2,500,000  bales  or  approximately  000,000,000  pounds  compared  with 
the  official  estimate  of  788,677,000  pounds  for  1925,  an  increase  of  1.4 
per  cent. 
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BUTTER  PRICES  IJJ  EUROPEAN  MARKETS  PRACTICALLY  UNCHANGED:     The  Co-oen- 
hagen  butter  quotation  on  July  14  was  unchanged  at  the  equivalent  of  32^.3 
cents  per  pound  and  quotations  on  .most  descriptions  in  London  were  a  shade 
lower. The  margin  "between  foreign  and  domestic  prices  was  slightly  v/idened 
by  a  rise  of  one  cent  to  42.5  cents  on  92  score  in  New  York.     The  difference 
of  10  cents  in  favor  of  United  States  markets,  although  still  less  than  the 
import  duty,  is  considerable  for  this  time  of  year  and  greater  than  a  year 
ago  when  the ^ low  butter  prices  abroad  were  attributable  so  largely  to  the 
unusual  conditions  affecting  buying  power.     Continental  supplies  are  heavy 
and  considerable  quantities  are  still  forthcoming  from  New  Zealand.  Ship- 
ments reported  afloat  on  July  9  included  13,000,000  pounds  from  New  Zealand 
and  2,000,000  pounds  from  Australia.     For  detailed  comparative  price  state- 
ment, see  page  121. 

SWITZERLAND  INCREASING  DOMESTIC  BUTTER  SUPPLIES:     While  Sv/itzerland 
has  been  noted  as  a  cheese-exporting  country,  it  has  normally  produced  less 
butter  than  its  population  consumed.    There  are  indications  that  the  im- 
ports of  butter  are  giving  place  to  increasing  domestic  supplies.  This 
tendency  during  1926  was  the  result  of  over-production  of  cheese  in  Switzer- 
land under  recent  conditions  of  competition  in  "Swiss"  cheese  types.  Con- 
siderable quantities  are  reported  as  having  been  withheld  from  sale  at  pre- 
vailing prices.    Until  recently,  at  least ,  ' cheese-making  has  been  more 
profitable  to  Swiss  dairy  interests  than  has  butter-making.

In  1911,  according  to  a  Swiss  correspondent  of  the  "Times"  (London) 
quoted  in  "The  Dairy1'  (London),  June  18,  1927,  Switzerland  produced  14,000 
tons  of  butter,  12,200  tons  in  1921,  13,000  tons  in  1923,  and  12,500  tons  in 
1925.     The  home  production  in  1926,  while  not  stated,  is  reported  as  slightly 
increased  over  the  preceding  year,  off-setting  in  part  the  lessened  importa4 
tion. 


Important  quantities  of  milk  are  used  for  making  condensed  milk  and 
chocolate,  the  export  of  which  is  more  profitable  than  butter-making.  Fin- 
ally, the  making  of  butter  has  not  been  improved  very  much  in  Switzerland. 
Swiss  butter  is  not  as  good,  and  does  not  keep  as  long  as  the  Danish  article, 
with  which  it  cannot  compete,  according  to  "the  Dairy". 
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THE  WORLD  PORK  SITUATION 

Present  conditions  surrounding  hogs  and  pork  in  important  foreign  pro- 
ducing countries  are  similar  to  those  existing  in  the  United  States,  i.e.: 
(1),  Increased  numbers  of  hogs;  ( 2 ), relatively  higher  feed  prices;   (3)  low  prices 
"being  paid  for  hogs;  (4)  ,  heavy  slaughter  of  animals  tending  toward  lighter 
weight,  and  (5),  low  prices  paid  for  pork  products  in  domestic  and  export  mar- 
kets.   The  American  situation  in  pork  is  influenced  materially  by  conditions 
prevailing  in  Europe.    The  present  rate  of  European  production  may  not 
continue  throughout  the  summer,  but  there  are  no  indications  of  a  material 
improvement  in  the  European  market  for  American  pork  products  during  the  next 
12  months. 

Production 

Indications  are  that  world  pork  production  will  in  all  probability  be 
greater  in  1927  than  in  1926.    Information  on  the  number  of  swine,  on  pork 
production  and  export  for  the  first  half  of  the  year  all  point  to  greater  pork 
production  this  year  than  last.    Last  year,  judging  from  figures  on  slaughtering, 
production  and  international  trade,  commercial  production  wasless  than  the  pre- 
ceding year,  as  was  indicated  by  conditions  reported  in  "Foreign  Crops  and 
Markets",  July  6,  1926. 

The  number  of  swine  in  6  countries  reporting  at  the  beginning  of ^1927, 
including  the  United  States,  Germany,  France,  Belgium,  Rumania,  and  Spain  is 
estimated  at  87,069,000  compared  with  83,555,000  at  the  beginning  of  1926,  an 
increase  of  4  per  cent.    These  countries  constitute  about  83  per  cent  of  the 
countries  reporting  for  1926  and  approximately  34  per  cent  of  the  world  total. 
Swine  numbers  in  17  countries  reporting  during  the  periods  pre-war  to  192o  were 
100,911,000  in  1926,  a  decrease  of  1  per  cent  compared  with  1925, 12  per  cenu 
compared  with  1924  and  12  per  cent  compared  with  pre-war.     Swine  numbers  _ 
apparently  reached    their  height  since  the  War  in  1924.    There  was  a  decline  in 
1925,  but  a  tendency  toward  increased  numbers  has  been  apparent  since  the  end  ol 
that  year.    Denmark  has  exceeded  its  pre-war  hog  production  figure,  but  most  ot 
the  important  European  countries  are  still  more  or  less  behind  the  pre-war  iigur  . 
The  present  unusually  low  price  level  of  the  European  pork  trade  may  be  attributed 
in  a  large  measure  to  the  efforts  of  various  countries,  notably  Germany,  to  bring 
back  hog  production  to  the  pre-war  level  in  the  area  included  in  the  present 
national  boundaries. 

In  the  winter  and  spring  of  1926,  feed  prices  in  the  United  States  and 
Europe  were  generally  favorable  to  hog  production.     The  result  was  that  a  rela- 
tively large  number  of  sows  were  accumulated  during  the  year,  and  January  1927 
figures  for  breeding  sows  in  the  United  States,  Germany,  and  France  were  con- 
siderably in  excess  of  the  preceding  January.     See  table,  page  87.     In  Germany 
breeding  sows  of  6  months  to  one  year  showed  an  increase  of  27  per  cent  over 
1926  and  sows  of  one  year  and  over  an  increase  of  27  per  cent,     In  France  breed- 
ing sows  increased  1  per  cent.     In  England  and  Wales,  states  the  London  'Meat 
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Trade  Journal" ,  there  was  some  evidence  in  the  June  1926  figures  that  farm- 
ers had begun  to  keep  on  more  gilts  for  breeding  than  was  the  case  a  few 
months.,  before  the  census,  as  the  reduction  of  breeding  sows  was  relatively 
less  than  m  other  pigs.    An  increase  in  the  number  of  pigs  is  therefore 
expected  m  1927  by  the  "Journal".     In  Ireland  the  number  of  swine  in  June 
pp  may  show  an  increase  over  the  1,043,000  reported  in  1926  as  there  was 
a  28  per  cent  increase  in  breeding  sows  in  June  1926.     In  Canada  there  wore 
no  indications  that  the  new  spring  litter  would  be  very  materially  in- 
creased, if  increased  at  all  over  the  previous  year,  according  to  the 
^Seventh  Annual  Livestock  Market  and  Meat  Trade  Review  of  1926."  According 
to  the  June  1,  1927  pig  survey  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, the  increase  in  the  number  of  pigs  saved  in  the  United  States  from 
spring  farrowing  was  1,800,000  or  3.5  per  cent  over  last  year.     Sows  bred 
?r  bred  for  fal1  farrowing  were  reported  as  30  per  cent  greater  than 

last  xall  for  the  United  States  and  23  per  cent  for  the  Corn  Belt.     The  re- 
port states,  however,  that  actual  farrowings  as  reported  in  December  are 
always  much  below  June  intention  reports.     The  unfavorable  feeding  ratio  be- 
tween corn  and  hog  prices  and  the  poor  corn  crop  prospects  indicate  the 
probability  of  a  decrease  rather  than  an  increase  in  the  fall  pig  crop  this 
year  in  the  Corn  Belt,  but  some  increase  seems  probable  in  other  regions, 
especially  in  the  South. 

The  foregoing  statements  on  breeding  sows  do  not  cover  all  countries 
3!o??L?°rk-pr?ducts  enter  international  trade,  the  Netherlands  being  an  im- 
y  ix,anz  omission.    It  appears  probable,  however,  that  the  intentions  to  in- 
crease pork  production  covered  a  sufficient  n-umber  of  countries  to  result  in 
an  outstanding  increase  in  the  production  figures  for  1927,  even  though  the 
present  rate  of  production  were  not  maintained  during  the  next  6  months. 
Any  curtailment  of  hog  production  resulting  from  the  present  unfavorable 
feed  prices  cannot  be  expected  to  exert  much  influence  on  the  market  much 
before  there  is  some  indication  as  to  the  si^e  of  the  spring  pig  crop  of 
1928.    So  far,  important  feed  crot>s  in  Eurot>e  give  no  indication  of  being  any 
larger  than  last  year. 

Slaughtering,  production  and  export  figures  available  for  the  first 
few  months  of  the  year  1927  compared  with  the  same  period  of  1926  indicate 
increases  in  every  country  for  which  figures  are  available.     Total  slaughter- 
ings reported  for  the  United  States,  Canada,  Germany,  Ireland,  and  Argentina 
show  roughly  an  increase  of  8  per  cent  while  pork  production  for  certain 
countries  and  exports  for  others  show  an  increase  of  about  9  per  cent  this 
year  over  last.    Among  the  principal  pork  exporting  countries,  there  has 
been  an  increase  of  7  per  cent  in  inspected  slaughter  in  the  United  States  to 
18,841,000  head,  and  7  per  cent  in  Canada  to  1,132,000  head  for  the  first 
five  months  of  this  year  compared  with  last.     In  Denmark  from  the  first  of 
the  year  to  June  10,  exports  have  increased  36  per  cent  to  241,000,000  pounds 
compared  with  177,000,000  pounds  last  year  for  the  same  period.  Argentina 
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is  making  great  strides  in  pork  production.    The  increase  in  slaughtering  in 
packing  plants  for  the  first  four  months  of  1927  compared  with  the  same  per- 
iod of  1926  is  over  170  per  cent.  -  Pork  production  for  the  year  1926  was 
35,000,000  .pounds,  an  increase  of  67  per  cent  over  1925.    Exports  of  fresh 
pork  from  the  Netherlands  for  the  first  5  months  amounted  to  51,253,000 
pounds  in  1927  compared  with  36,367,000  pounds  in  1926,  the  hulk  of  it  or 
33,307,000  pounds,  going  to  France  instead  of  to  Great  Britain  as  in  former 
years,  before  the  British  embargo  against  the  receipt  of  fresh  meat  from 
the  Continent.'  In  1926,  during  these  five  months,  the  United  Kingdom  im-  ... 
ported  34,526,000  pounds  of  fresh  pork  from  the  Netherlands.    On  the 
hand,  the  amount  of  bacon  exported  daring  the  first  five  months  was  46,841,000 
pounds,  42,278,000  going. to  the  United  Kingdom  in  1927  against  a  bacon  ex- 
port of  only  17,099,000  pounds  in..  1926. 

',  .  Consumption 

Per  capita  pork  consumption  in  most  countries  appears  to  have  increas- 
ed from  1921  to  1924  or  1925. and  then  to  have  shown  a  decrease.    This  is  true 
in  the  United  States,  Canada,  Prance,  Belgium,  the  United  Kingdom  and  New 
Zealand.    All  countries  for  which  estimates  are  available  for  1926  showed 
decreases  compared  with  1925,  with  the'  single  exception  of  Germany.  The 
largest  decrease  was  in  the  United  Kingdom,  due  to  both  smaller  production 
and  imports.     In  Germany  there  was  an  increase  from  63.9  pounds  in  1925  to 
67.7  pounds  in  1926.    Per  capita  consumption  in  1926  exceeds  pre-war  in  the 
United  States,  Canada  and  the  United  Kingdom.     In  Germany  in  1926  it  was 
still  5  pounds  under  pre-war.     The'se  estimates  of  per  capita  consumption 
include  lard  in  most  countries.     In  the  official  figures  for  the  United  King- 
dom, however,  it  appears  that  lard  imports  have  not  been  included.     The  addi- 
tion of  imported  lard  would  raise  these  estimates  approximately  5  pounds  each 
year.     Sec  table,  page  83. 

Prom  the  information  available  on  pork  production  for  1927,  it  is 
evident  that  per  capita  consumption  figures  for  this  year  will  probaoly  snow 
considerable  increases  over  1926.    Under  more  favorable  conditions,  a  conn  try- 
such  as  Germany,  whose  production  and  consumption  are  below  the  pre-war  level, 
might  be  expected  to  absorb  any  regular  increase  in  production,  plus  a  fair 
amount  of  imported  supplies  at  prices  fairly  satisfactory  to  producers,  That 
country  has  been  experiencing  a  shortage  of  animal  fats  since  the  war,  which 
domestic  production  so  far  has  been  unable  to  remedy.    Until  that  need  is  met 
by  domestic  production,  or  "by  imports  from  other  European  countries  having  a 
competitive  advantage,  Germany  may  be  counted  upon  as  a  market  for  American 
lard.     In  Great  Britain,  the  leading  market  for  American  pork  products , ^the 
usual  trends  in  the  utilization  of  pork  products  have  been  thrown  out  of  line 
by  the  operations  of  the  quarantine  against  continental  fresh  meat.  Imports 
of  bacon  alone  are  much  larger  so  far  this  year  than  for  the  first  6  months 
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of  1926,  "but  the  supplies  of  fresh  pork  usually  obtained  from  the  Nether- 
lands have  not  been  forthcoming  from  domestic  sources.    The  final  result 
for  the  year,  therefore,  cannot  be  estimated  with  any  degree  of  accuracy. 
A  more  detailed  study  of  the. British  pork  situation  appears  on  page  102.

International  trade 


United  States' 


Since  1924,  increased  production- of  pork  products  in  Europe  has  been 
cutting  down  the  United  States  exports  of  those  commodities.     The  immediate 
effect  of  the  European  supply  situation  for  1927,  therefore,  has  been  to  ac- 
celerate an  existing  downward  tendency..    Pickled  pork  and  lard  have  been  the 
commodities  to  suffer  least.    Bacon  exports  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1926, 
however,  amounted  to  only  43  per  cent  of  the  preceding  years1  figures,  and 
records  for  eleven  months  to  May  30,  1927  show  bacon  exports  reaching  65  per 
cent  of  the  corresponding  period  last  year.    Most  of  the  decline  in  United 
States  exports  appears  in  shipments  to  the  United  Kingdom.    In  lard,  the  im- 
portant reductions  occur  in  exports  to  Germany,  where  competition,  chiefly 
from  Dutch  lard,  has  made  itself  felt.     The  period  November-May  is  the  season 
of  heaviest  lard  exports.    During  those  months  of  1926-27,  total  lard  exports, 
at  357,279,000  pounds,  represented  89  per  cent  of  the  exports  for  the  corre- 
sponding 1925-26  period.    Exports  to  Great  Britain  registered  a.  slight  gain, 
but  Germany  is  credited  with  taking  only  76  per  cent  of  the  1925-26  figure  for 
that  country.

Caving  to  the  British  quarantine  against  continental  fresh  neat,  the 
international  pork  trade  of  that  country  has  "been  reduced  to  practically 
only  cured  products  and  lard.     Since  there  is  very  little  variation  in  the 
quantities  of  lard  imported  annually, -  our  interest  centers  on  the  trade  in 
"bacon  and  hams. 

Bacon  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  first  6  months  of  1927 
reached  464,000,000  pounds,  the  largest  figure  on  record  for  that  period  of 
time.     Imports  for  the  same  period. of  1926  reached  only  390,000,000  pounds. 
Danish  "bacon  exports  have  been  maintained  at  unusually  high  levels,  but  the 
receipts  from  "Other  countries",  which  includes  the  Netherlands,  accounts 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  increase.    For  the  5  months,  January-May,  1927, 
receipts  of  "bacon  from  "Other  countries"  reached  89,521,000  pounds  against 
36,471,000  pounds  in  the  same  months  of  1926,  the  period  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  quarantine.    Up  to  the  present  year,  total  British  bacon  imports 
have  shown  little  variation  during  the  post-war  period,  although  the  general 
level  has  been  considerably  in  excess  of  pre-war  quantities.    It  is  a  fact, 
however,  that  the  continental  countries,  notably  Denmark,  normally  using 
Great  Britain  as  an  outlet  for  cured  pork,  had  planned  for  a  larger  volume 
of  "business  for  1927  and  after.    It  is  probable  that  any  such  gradual  in- 
crease in  volume  could  have  "been  more  or  less  easily  absorbed  under  reason- 
ably good  industrial  conditions  in  the,  principal  market,  and  .with  no  sudden 
downward  price  movement.     The  advent  of  the  Netherlands  into  the  "bacon  trade 
on  a  large  scale,  however,  has  given  rise  to  an  entirely  new  source  of  sup- 
ply, and  indications  are  that  that  source  may  be  counted  upon  to  supply 
"bacon  in  considerable  volume  as  long  as  the  quarantine  is  in  force. 

Bacon  prices  in  British  markets  during  1927  have  "been  the  lowest 
since  the  records  were  established  in  this  Bureau  in  January,  1925.    The  low 
point  was  reached  for  Danish  Wilt shires  at  Liverpool  in  February,  when  the 
monthly  average,  as  reported  by  the  American  agricultural  commissioner  at 
London,  fell  to  $19.79  per  100  pounds.    Since  then  the  market  for  Danish  has 
strengthened  somewhat,  but  showed  new  weakness  during  June.     Canadian  Wilt- 
shires  shared  in  the  temporary  rally,  but  appear  to  have  joined  in  the  new 
decline. 

It  should  "be  pointed  out  that  the  unusually  heavy  receipts  of  bacon 
on  British  markets  have  coincided  with  a  winter  of  comparatively  higher  pricer 
for  feed-stuffs  in  Europe  generally,  along  with  an  increased  number  of 
hogs.    The  effect  has  been  to  stimulate  slaughter  and  export  beyond  the  point 
which  might  have  been  expected  had  feed  prices  been  more  favorable.  Tho 
present  heavy  rate  of  production,  therefore,  cannot  be  regarded  as  permanent, 
but  may  be  expected  to  undergo  a  readjustment  when  feed  prices  have  assumed 
a  more  favorable  relation  to  prices  paid  for  hogs  and  their  products.    As  it 
exists,  however,  the  whole  situation  has  been  highly  unfavorable  to  American 
participation  in  the  British  cured  pork  import  trade,  particularly  at  present 
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with  pork  prices  in  America  also  at  very  low  levels-    From  the  viewpoint 
ot  American  exports,  any  improvement  in  the  situation  must  depend  upon  some 
readjustment  of  the  European  supply  situation. 

The  United  States  is  the  most  important  source  of  British  ham  im- 
ports.   That  trade,  however,  has  been  declining  since  1924,  in  which  year 
British  imports  of  American  hams  t  at  181,000,000  pounds, were  nearly  double 
the  average  of  the  pre-war  years  1909-13.    The  trade  has. not  gone  to  any 
other  country  to  any  large  extent,  total  British  imports  having  declined  at 
about  the  same  rate  as  the  figures  on  receipts  from  America.    In  1926  there 
was  some  increase  in  receipts  from  "Other  countries". 

On  the  side  of  fresh  pork,  records  of  the  past  winter  showed  British 
markets  as  being  under supplied,  so  far  as  the  season  of  heaviest  demand  is 
concerned.    Records  of  receipts  at  the  London  Central  Markets  show  that, 
while  the  supplies  of  British  and  Irish  fresh  pork  received  during  the  win- 
ter of  1926-27  were  almost  double  the  receipts  from';those  sources  in  1925-26, 
total  receipts  of  all  fresh  pork  were  about  half  of  those  received  before  the 
quarantine.    It  has  been  pointed  out  in  earlier  issues  of  this  bulletin  that 
proximity  to  the  market  is  a  first  requisite  for  successful  par  tic  ipat  ion  in 
the  British  fresh  pork  trade.    At  present,  fresh  pork  prices  in  London  are 
back  to  pre-quarantine  levels.     It  is  reasonable  to  expect,  however,  that 
when  the  season  of  heavy  demand  arrives,  prices  will  strengthen.  Official 
cognizance  has  been  taken  of  the  opportunities  afforded  British  producees  in 
the  fresh  pork. market,  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  meet  the  demand  from 
domestic  supplies.

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THE  WORLD  PORK  SITUATION,  CONT'D 

Germany 

The  tendency  toward  materially  increased  pork  production  in  Germany 
has  been  evident  since  1925.  In  that  year,  market  receipts  and  slaughter 
figures  began  the  ascent  which  reached  its  highest  point  during  the  past  4 
months.  Coinciding  as  it  does  with  increases  in  practically  all  important 
pork  producing  countries,  the  German  situation  has  been  an  important  factor 
introducing  the  present  low  levels  in  pork  prices  in  other  European  coun- 
tries as  well  as  in  America. 

The  present  heavy  rate  of  hog  slaughter  in  Germany  is  very  largely 
the  result  of  the  relatively  higher  feed  prices  now  prevailing  in  Germany. 
Obviously,  the  heavy  killings  cannot  continue  indefinitely,  but  the  rate  of 
pork  production  during  the  next  12  months  will  be  governed  to  a  large  ex- 
tent by  the  harvest  returns  of  1926  and  their  effect  upon  feed  prices.  In 
the  long  run,  Germany  may  be  expected  to  direct  its  efforts  at  pork  pro- 
duction toward  the  pre-war  level,  although  heavy  production  elsewhere  in 
Europe  may  render  unprofitable  a  return  to  pre-war  figures  in  Germany. 
That  tendency  in  Germany,  however,  has  been  an  important  factor  in  reducing 
the  volume  of  the  trade  in  pork  products  between  that  country  and  the 
United  States.     Since  1924,  the  United  States  exports  of  lard  to  Germany, 
the  most  important  item  in  the  trade,  have  been  showing  some  decline,  al- 
though the  volume  is  still  above  pre-war  levels.    The  trade  in  other  pork 
products  shows  a  more  striking  decline.
